purposes if we are to do farm work.'' 


Food experts pointed out that one 


slaughtered cow will provide a year's, 
meat ration for two soldiers while 
milk from .one cow will supply \an 
equivalent food value for 20 soldiers 
during a year. One cow averages 
production of 600 pounds of cheese, 
equivalent in food 
value to 1800 


pounds of meat.
